accepted the presidency of the seiyu- 


kai (government) party today and 
thus became virtually certain of suc- 
ceeding the assassinated Suyoshi Inu- 
kai as Japan’s premier.

A mother and two of her three 
children were killed Monday after- 
noon and the third child so eritically 
injured that physicians fear she wii 
die, as the result of a grade crossing 
accident at Red Oak.

The mother and her elder daughter 


were instantly killed. The young son 


died a few minutes after reaching 
Piedmont hospital, where he and Miss 
Ida Lou Davis were taken in an am- 
bulance of A. C.. Hemperiey & Sons. 

The bodies of Mrs. Dayis and Miss 
.Mildred Davis were taken to the fu-. 
neral home of Howard L. Carmictiael 
at East Point. 

The fatal accident occurred at the 
grade crossing at the small Red Oak 
depot. According to witnesses Miss 
Ida Lou Davis was driving the auto- 
‘mobile and approached the crossing 
At that particu- 
lar place, however, it was said, the 
depot partly obscures a view of the 
railway tracks to the south, and it 
was believed Miss Davis failed to see 
the northbound train. 

The locomotive struck the small car 
squarely in the center and the tangled 
mass of wreckage wa impaled upon 
the cow-catcher. The wrecked car, 
with its occupants, was swept up the 
tracks fer a distance of more than 
100 yards before the train could he 


' brought to a stop. None of the Davis 


family was thrown clear of the 
wrecked car, and it required several!

lon,” he said. “And the highway de- 
partment of a state is usually the 
only solvent department in the state.

SOUTHERN SESSION 


Memorial Service Con- 
cludes 77th Annual Con- 
vention in St.Petersburg 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., May 16. 
(?)—The 77th annual Southern Bap- 
tist convention closed here today with 
final reports of committees, and a 
memorial service for deceased officers. 

An appeal for renewed support for 
denominational provisions was laid be- 
fore the convention by its press com- 
mittee. 

Dr. R. E. Harkness, representing 
the Northern Baptist convention, 
urged less emphasis of ‘the right of 
individual freedom,” declaring the 
public’s present attitude in this line 
“has given us the kidnaper, the as- 
sassin, the gunman and other crimi- 
nals.”’ 

The denominational press commit- 
tee said the church publications were 
“increasingly important to the spirit- 
ual welfare of our people ... in the 
complicated life of our times.” 

More financial support for these 
papers was urged, that they “may bet- 
ter meet” the competition of “the 
daily newspaper press and the shabby 
and increasingly smutty magazine 
press of this country.” 

What with the automobile, thea- 
ters, radios and other things to at- 


tract his attention, the committee said, 


the average American has no time to 
“meditate or to think for himself 
even by his own fireside.” 

While the Bible remains the “best 
seller” among books, the committee 
said Americans did not have time, or 
did not take time, to read it and di- 
gest it as they should.

Meade E. Dodd, of Shreveport, La., 
and J. E. Dillard, of Birmingham, 
Ala., were named vice presidents. 

The convention ordered its 1933 
budget made on a basis of 88 per cent 
of the total contributions in 1932.

Hindus, Moslems Keep- 
ing British Troops Busy 
as Rioting Continues.

BOMBAY, India, May 16.—(UP) 
Savage attacks and counter-attacks 
among rioting Hindus and Moslems, 
interspersed with volleys of rifle fire 
from the ranks of British troops, 
raised the death toll to 61 today in 
the most serious communal strife of 
recent years. 

The streets of the native sections of 
Bombay were littered with the debris 
of guerilla warfare, murder, arson and 
pillage which has grown steadily 
worse during three days of rioting. 
Seven hundred and sixty-three persons 
have been injured. Hundreds of fam- 
ilies are fleeing from the city. 

British troops in armored cars and 
motor patrols roamed the streets in 
a concerted but futile campaign to 
suppress the disturbances. 

here were many attacks on ped- 
estrians in isolated by-lanes, victims 
were butchered by ruthless assailants, 
houses were set afire, and streets— 
sometimes for a distance of almost a 
mile—were ablaze.

Socialist Disagreement on 


Herriot Is Blamed for 
Political Situation. 


PARIS, May 16.—(UP)—The pro- | 


posed left-wing government of social- 
ists and radical-socialists under 
Edouard Herriot appeared tonight to 
be definitely doomed.

UNONS DENY SUPPORT. 
OF MORATORIUM PLAN

WASHINGTON, May 16.—(UP) | 
A wide split in the ranks of railway 
union leaders over a proposed 25-year 
moratorium on war debts or a “dole” 
was revealed at the White House to- 
night. 

A delegation of union leaders called 
on Mr. Hoover last week and recom- 


mended the moratorium as a measure 
necessary to hasten the economic re- 
covery of the nation’s railroads. They 
asked immediate relief for the unem- 
ployed or a “‘dole.” 

Another group appeared at the 
White House today, said they repre- 
sented &200,000 rail workers, and in- 
sisted the seven who made their de- 
mands last week spoke for only 500,- 
000 employes. The union chiefs today 
told the president the majority of the 
railway men believe “the war debt 
plant in question to be hastily con- 
ceived and unsound in principle.” 

They declared the moratorium was 
“first offered primarily as a part of 
a factional dispute in one of the ma- 
jor political parties,” and intimated 
they did not want to be involved. The 
moratorium was suggested by Alfred 
E. Smith, democratic presidential 
candidate of New York, in a political 
speech in Washington recently. 

The group today criticized their 
colleagues for publishing their plan 
and statement “in a manner that 
might give the impression that they 
had the indorsement of railway labor 
generally.” This individual members 
insisted was “far from the truth.” A 
statement explaining their position 
which was submitted to the president 
was signed by the following six un- 
ion executives: G., Laugblin, of | 
the Brotherhoed of Locomotive, En- 
gineers; Marti#’F, Ryan, Brotherhood ;

THE RESISTANCE FALLACY IS 
PURE PESSIMISM. 
In our chat May 29, 1930, we said: 
When a doctor talks about im- 
munity he is generally trying to 
tell you how to get it. When he 
talks about resistance he is offer- 
ing nothing but discouragement 
or a helpless regret. 

Resistance is merely a vague theory 
or fancy without specific or définite 
application to any known disease. 

Immunity is well recognized and 
at least fairly well defined state with 
specific application to some disease 
and when the term is used without 
specific reference to some disease such 
as diphtheria or typhoid fever the 
person who uses it doesn’t know what 
he is talking about. There is no 
scientific ground for the notion that 
any one can inherit or acquire gen- 
eral immunity. So that leaves the 
old timers who dwell so fondly on 
the importance of keeping the gen- 
eral “resistance” up without a leg 
to stand on. They’re just talking 
through their hats, no matter whether 
they are eminent physicians or big 
health commissioners. 

To tell people these days to get 
plenty of good nourishing food, fresh 
air and pure cold water to drink, 
and maybe to keep their feet dry and 
avoid drafts, in order to prevent any 
“lowering of resistance” in time of 
epidemic, is an insult to their in- 
telligence. I repeat, there is not one 
iota of scientific evidence that these 
factors have anything to do with im- 
munity against any known disease. 

The very idea of “resistance” is a 
pessimistic one. Did you ever hear 
of a physician assuring aby one in 
advance that his “resistance” is good 
and therefore he has nothing to fear 
from the prevailing epidemic? You 
did not. But any good physician can 
tell anybody at any time whether he 
has enough immunity to make him 
reasonably safe from diphtheria, and 
any good physician can immunize 
any one against typhoid fever. The 
old fogy health authorities and physi- 
cians who still utter banalities. about 
“resistance” are merely offering con- 
dolences over something untoward 
that has happened. They are giving 
a hackneyed and absurd explanation 
illness they have failed to

But that is an unessential detail. 
State’s Debts Cited. 

“Now let us see about the contrast 
suggested by Mr. Scarlett, in the mat- 
ter of federal and state increased 
expenditures during the period of Gov- 
ernor Russell’s incumbency as a mem- 
ber of the legislature, as speaker of 
the house, and as governor, The state 
of Georgia ran more riotously in debt 
during the period of the governor's 
legislative service than ever before.

“The truth is the state was plunged 
more hopelessly in debt during the leg- 
islative service of Governor Russell 
than at any similar period in its his- 
tory. As speaker of the house he saw 
this done without protest, and, when, 
as speaker, he had the power to pre- 
vent it. But during the long period 
of congressional extravagance, to 
which Mr. Scarlett refers, the demo- 
crats in congress were in the minority. 
The house republicans settled matters 
in strict party caucus without even 
admitting the democrats for consulta- 
tion. That is how the tariff mon- 
strosity was forced through the house. 

“As a member of the ways and 
means committee Mr. Crisp was not 
even permitted to express his views 
to the republican majority of the com- 
mittee which forced the bill through. 

Protest by Crisp. 

“The only thing Mr. Crisp could do 
was to protest in behalf of the demo- 
cratic minority. The difference is 
that Mr. Crisp was in a hopeless mi- 
nority while Governor Russell, as a 
member .of and as speaker of the 
Georgia house held the situation large- 
ly in his own hands, and sat silently 
by while the state was being plunged 
in an abyss of debt, relieved only tem- 
porarily by the enactment of Speaker 
Russell's legislature of a sales tax.

“In the matter of the foreign 
debts, to which Mr. Scarlett refers in 
his statement that Governor Russell 
opposes cancellation or reduction, 
there is no difference between this 
expressed attitude of the governor and 
that> of Mr. Crisp, who has never 
ativocated the cancellation of this in- 
debtedness. On the other hand, he 
has been one of the outstanding fac- 
tors in insisting that the govern- 
ment’s adjusted loans be ee 

Long Service in House. 

“IT need scarcely call the attention 
of the people of this state to the 
meaning of having a senator who for 
more than two decades has served in 
the house and will assume at once 
a position of leadership in the sen- 
ate. It would take several sessions 
of congress for a newcomer to take 
the position that Mr. Crisp would 
immediately occupy as senator.

The Tax Payers League outlined its 
aims, stating that it hopes to bring 
about a change of attitude toward lo- 
cal-government so that citizens will 
be ashamed to ask that public money 
be spent for the benefit of any par- 
ticular section or group, that they will 
recognize that public money is a trust 
fund for the use of the community as 
a whole, and that appropriations must 
not. be made beyond the limit which 
the city’s reasonable expectancy of 
income will justify. 

Thoughtless Criticism Hit. 

The league also said that it hopes 
that citizens will refrain from 
thoughtless critcism of officials, so 
that public service will be made 
Yeputable and honorable in the eyes 
of the people. The league pointed out 
that “by supporting those in office 
who stand out bravely in defense of 
policies for the good of the whole 
people, the officials themselves will 
‘be encouraged to think in the broader 
terms of public policy and will realize 
that their obligations go beyond the 
particular group which helped to elect 
them.” 

The league expressed belief that, 
for the protection of the taxpayer and 
for the protection of the necessary 
city employe in his job, the time has 
come to reduce all government to the 
basis of minimum essentials. “This 
implies a reduction in the number of 
public employes and the elimination 
of every expenditure not necessary at 
this time,” the league said. “When 
this has been done, it may still be 
necessary to go before our people with 
a program looking toward additional 
financial support for the city govern- 
ment. If so, you may count on the 
full co-operation of the Tax Payers 
League.”

extend greetings. This day marks the 
anniversary of the opening of the 
court at the Yo in 1899, 
which the World Court developed. In- 
terest in this observance should be 
stimulated by the recent favorable re- 
port by the foreign affairs committee 
of the senate on the attitude of the 
United States to the World Court. 
In a time when the whole world is 
laboring under a strain and when in- 
ternational misunderstanding carries 
with it a greater hazard than ever, 
the ideal back of Good Will Day de- 
serves active support. 

One of the most hideous accompani- 
ménts of war is the effort on the part 
of everybody involved to disseminate 
poisonous propaganda with the object 
of arousing hatred between the citi- 
zens of the combatant nations. Grisly 
“atrocity stories” are deliberately 
manufactured on both sides so the 
flame of hatred may be fanned ard 
spread. Common sense should make 
it plain that most of these stories are 
improbable and that no people has 
the monopoly of all the vices. But, 
alas, common sense does not function 
normally when nations are at war. 

“Neighbor Knowledge” Needed. 

Undoubtedly, the best way to guard 
against the sort of hate hysteria which 
war engenders in civilians (rarely in 
soldiers, themselves, as scores of war 
chronicles have proved) is to get ac- 
quainted with our foreign cousins in 
time of peace; to find out how they 
live, think, love and suffer and to get 
a picture of them as human beings 
such as will keep us from believing 
infamous things of them at the behest 
of propagandists. Therefore it is 
“neighbor knowledge,” or a spirit of 
international sympathy, of which we 
stand greatly in need today. Not all 
of us can travel in Europe or the 
east but all of us can learn some- 
thing of the psychology and the prob- 
lems of other peoples ery reading 
and study.

The former, one of France’s greatest 
writers, incurred the bitter enmity of 
most of his compatriots during the 
late war because he refused, in a spirit 
similar to that of Goethe, to prosti- 
tute his talents in a hate campaign 
against the Germans. - Rather, he con-

sistently denounced the conflict that 
was drenching Europe in blood. 
Gandhi, that frail old man who weighs 
90 pounds but who has the cour- 
age of a lion, has proved that “the 
greatest battles can be fought with- 
out bloodshed, and the mightiest © 
weapon on earth is love.” True, 
Rolland today lives in exile in Swit- « 
zerland and Gandhi is in prison in 
India. But it is safe to predict that 
their doctrine of the brotherhood of 
man will outlast the doctrine of blood 
and hate. For unless this doctrine of 
neighborliness and forbearance is 
adopted by the nations of the world 
they will eventually all go down in 
ruin together. 


Hauptmann’s Plea. 
Gerhart Hauptmann, the distin- 


guished dramatist and Nobel prize win- 


ner, recently visited the United States 
as the guest of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace. Dr. 
Hauptmann has been, throughout his 
life, an outstanding humanitarian, a 
defender of the weak and an advocate 
of social justice. His great play 
“The Weavers,” showed up in merci- 
less realism the oppression of the 
peasants of his native Silesia, and 
this work brought down on its anu- 
thor’s head the bitter anger of Junker- 
dom. Hauptmann is now an old man 
who has lived through the horrors of 
two wars. What more natural than 
for him to make a plea to his Ameri- 
can friends for the promotion of the 
spirit of international brotherhood? 
In an interview in the New York 
Times he is quoted as saying: 

“The first essential of world peace 
is tolerance and by tolerance I mean 
consideration of one’s neighbor, and 
by neighbor I mean other peoples. 
Without tolerance there is no liberty 
. - » I should say that the only com- 

lete factor making for tolerance has 
een art. It knows no fanatic, either 
in religion or nationalism. The true 
artist speaks in a universal language 
which all can understand and which 
brings men closer together by that 
common understanding. 


_ “Goethe speaks to all the world 
just as Shakespeare does and he 
makes men realize how much alike 
they are. It is the artist who is the 
preacher of the brotherhood of man: 
it is he who carries the message of 
truth and tolerance throughout the 
world.” 
Interest in World Peace. 


There is nowhere today a writer of 
note who does not take a vital inter- 
est in the promotion of world peace. 
One of our best-beloved Georgia 
writers, Joel Chandler Harris, wrote 
a great deal on the theme of what he 
called “neighbor knowledge” or a ne- 
cessity for getting acquainted with 
humankind everywhere, so that racial 
and sectional animosities might be 
discouraged. He held with Goethe, 
with Tennyson, with Hauptmann, 
with Lincoln and with Lee that it is 
mighty hard to hate anybody whom 
we get to know and understand. Har- 
ris once wrote in an editorial arti- 
cle, “Men of widely divergent races 
entertain prejudices, one against the 
other, in spite of the cruel injustice 
to which this instinct sometimes gives 
rise. This is but one of the equip- 
ments of our r human nature and 
it rests with Christianity to eradicate 
and obliterate it.” The author of. this 
sentiment would have approved ‘Good 
Will Day” and would have rejoiced 
in .the growing movement for that 
kind of “neighbor knowledge” which 
embraces the entire world. 5

S iDry California Senator 


Changes Opinion in Re- 
gard to Vote. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—()— 
Senator Shortridge, republican, Cali- 
fornia, today said he favors “giving 
the people opportunity to exercise 
their right to modify or alter or re- 
p- | the etghteenth amendment to the 


constitution.” 

Shortridge has voted. for enforce- 
ment measnres, including the Jones 
“five and ten” law increasing the pen- 
alties for Volstead act violations. He 
comes up for re-election this year. 

“My views.’ ’ he set forth in a for- 
mal statement, “are in entire har- 
mony with the publie policy of Cali- 
fornia, whose people have provided in 
their state constitution for the initia- 
tive and the referendum. Under our 
California constitution the people may 
initiate a law to be adopted by vote 
of the people, or compel a referendum 
on law’ to be adopted or rejected by 
vote of the people. 


“The great and far-seeing states- 
men who framed the constitution of 
the United States realized and antici- 
pated that conditions might and 
probably would call for its amend- 
ment. Hence Article V of the consti- 
tution which provides and prescribes 
the procedure for its amendment. 

“I believe and have always believed 
that the people should be given, and 
I shall vote to give them, opportunity 
that inherent, constitu- 
tional right with respect to the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

“While the eighteenth amendment 
remains a part of the constitution of 
the United States it must be upheld.”

Dr. Clarence True Wilson 
Demands ‘Substitute’ Be- 
fore Referendum. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 16. 
(P)—An assertion that the defeat in 
1928 of Alfred E. Smith for president 
was “the best referendum that can 
ever be devised” on prohibition was 
made tonight by Dr. Clarence True 
Wilson. 

Speaking before the. quadrennial 
temperance and prohibition rally of 
the Methodist general conference, at 
which a letter from Henry Ford in- 
dorsing prohibition was read, Dr, Wil- 
son said the drys “should insist that 
there shall be no referendum on this 
question until the wets put out a sub- 
stitute which they think better than 
prohibition and let the merits of the 
two systems be examined. 

“If they cannot do it,” he said, 
“they are not ready for a referendum. 
They should wait until they have 
something to propose. 

“The Methodists of the world are 
not afraid of a referendum on the 
liquor question. They are used to it.” 

Dr. Wilson, who is chairman of the 
Methodist Board of Temperance, said 
the dry forces would countenance a 
referendum on prohibition only if it 
were strictly according to the consti- 
tution.

“Prohibition is the best method that 
has -yet been devised to give effect to 
the sober sentiment of the nation. We 
have always had excellent official 
co-operation in its enforcement.”

High Court Upholds | 
Arms in Oil Fields 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—(UP) 
Oklahoma's bayonet-enforced oil cur- 
tailment act was approved by the 
United States supreme court today in 
a suit brought attacking its consti- 
tutionality. 

The eourt held that the law, which 
Governor William H. (Alfalfa Bill) 
Murray enforced with the state mi- 
litia when the court’s held that pen- 
alizing sections of the act were in- 
valid, was a proper use of the state 
police power to preserve the state's 
national resources from waste. 

The decision, announeed in an opin- 
ion by Justice Pierce Butler, finally 
disposed of any question of the law's 
validity or of the propriety of the or- 
ders issued by the Oklahoma corpora- 
tion commission. Butler noted, how- 
ever, that nothing in the ruling was 
to be interpreted as preventing an at- 
tack on future orders of the commis-

The Wagner proposal includes $1,- 
000,000,000 to be lent through the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
public and private entities for works 
of a public or semi-public nature. 
such as bridges and buildings, and 
$1,100,000,000 for public works whose 
desirability is already ap roved., 

It is proposed that e Wagner 
measure, in whatever "Bee it takes, 
shall go direct to the senate as an 
amendment to a Wagner bill already 
on the senate calendar, providing for 
the public works fund. is will avoid 
long delay in committee. 

The chief difference between the 
Wagner proposal and that favored 
by the administration is that there 
would he a bond issue to cover the 
money. The administration proposal 
is for $300,000,000 in loans to states 
for relief: $40,000,000 to assist 
export of agricultural products. and 
$1,160,000,000 to be lent through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
for new construction.

Income derived by citizens from ac- 
tivities in states other than that in 
which they live was held by the su- 
preme court today to be taxable by the 
state where they live. 

The ruling was in a case from Mis- 
sissippi, where S. B. Lawrence pro- 
tested against paying a tax on income 
earned in Tennessee. 

Mississippi relieved domestic cor- 


porations from the tax on income de- 
rived from activities outside the state, 
but the court, in an opinjon by Justice 
Stone, held that there was not shown 
to be such a discrimination as to ren- 
der the statute invalid. 

There is no constitutional require- 
meit, the court said, that a uniform 
system of taxation should be applied 
to individuals and corporations. 

Lawrence was engaged in highway 
and bridge construction in Tennessee, 
and challenged the right of Mississippi 
to impose a tax on the income he had 
earned outside its borders. The deci- 
sion held there was no valid ground 
for his contention.

No fore ge say members of the 
senate committee on public lands and 
surveys do not put stern duty before 
pleasure. 


This worthy. committee, under the 
chairmanship ° o of Senafor Gerald P. 
Nye, republican, North Dadota, has 
set an example of devotion to duty 
that probably will stand for years 
in the annals of the senate as an-in- 
spiration to future legislators, no mat- 
ter what the special economy commit- 
tee, now deliberating, dees toward 
curtailing wisely or unwisely the re- 
searches of the senators. 


It was Christmas a year ago when 
someone on the committee, playing 
with his children around a brightly 
lighted tree, warm and cozy and hap- 
py, suddenly remembered that the 
senate had, on the previous May 3, 
passed a ‘resolution continuing. the 
resolution directing the public lands 
committee to investigate’ the advis- 
ability of establishing additional na- 
tional parks. An effort was made to 
induce the federal government to take 
over part of the Florida Everglades 
and improve it as a national park. 
The proposition must be investigated. 
Duty called. 

So in the cold bleak dawn of the 
day after Christmas, the senators and 
their official guests sacrificing their 
personal comfort, broke away from 
their firesides and set out for Flor- 
ida to see the Kverglades. 

Several of them “took their wives 
along, it is: said, though they do not 
appear in the official expense re- 
ports. There really was no reason 
why /they shouldn’t because each 
member of the party travelled in a 
private drawing room or compart- 
ment. Such luxurious accommoda- 
tions require an extra ticket, and the 
wives might as well trail along. 

So 16 round-trip tickets to Miami, 
Fla., were purchased’ with eight 
drawing room or compartments £g0- 
ing down and seven coming back—to- 
tal fare $1,288.78, all out,of the sen- 
ate contingent fund. 

The official party consisted of Sen- 
ators, Nye, Oddie, republican, Ne- 
vada; Glenn, republican, Illinois ; 
Ashurt, democrat, Arizona; Norbeck, 
republican, South Dakota; Walsn, 
democrat, Montana, and three “offi- 
cial guest investigators for the com- 
mittee’—A. B. Cammerer, assistant 
director of the National Park Serv- 
ice; T. G. Pearson, president of the 
American Audubon Society, and EK. F. 
Coe, president of the Everglades Park 
Association. 

The committee established itself in 
luxurious headquarters at the Hotel 
Pancoast, Miami, —, in a seven- 
day bill for $911.1 Nye charged 
$134. O07, and other ‘seumaioes turned 
in hotel 
several for more than $100. 

Then the problem of how to inves- 


‘tigate the Everglades was tackled. Fi- 
‘nally the commiftee decided to char- 
ter two houseboats—what would be 


called private yachts in the north— 
one was hardly enough for the six 
senators.
